Along with it went a Republican- 
sponsored bill callmg for voluntary 
measures by business and agricul­ 
ture to combat 
cost of living in­ 
creases at 
home 
while 
relieving 
want abroad. 
The stopgap relief fund, approved 
Just before adjournment last night, 
was $75.000,000 less than the ad­ 
ministration wanted to buy food, 
fuel and fertiliser for the three Eu­ 
ropean nations during the wintei 
months. 
Added China Aid 
The appropriation bill carried, in 
addition to the European aid money 
an $18,000,000 grant to China. The 
administration had made no su to 
request but the senate decided to 
toss it in as a sign of support for 
Chiang Kai Shek's battle against 
the Chinese Communists. 
In its final form the bill also pro 
vided $310,000,000 to meet occupa 
tion and relief costs for American 
forces, In © em any . Japan an d Ko­ 
rea, a compromise figure worked out 
by a house-senate conference com­ 
mittee 
The state and army departments 
had asked $490.000,000 for these pur­ 
poses and th» senate allowed the 
full amount. Tha house, which had 
voted a $260,000,000 cut. finally set­ 
tled for one of $150,000,000.. 
There was one other major last- 
minute dispute 
between 
the two 
chambers. It was over the amount 
of wheat, flour and wheat products 
which must be retained in the Unit­ 
ed States on July I, when the new 
crop y ear begins. 
The house put this at 150,000,000 
bushels over strong administration 
protests- The senate voted to let 
President Truman reduce the total 
to 125,000,000 bushels on March I. 
The house figure finally was accept­ 
ed by senate conferees. 
Then Chairman Taber (R-NY) of 
the house appropriations committee 
hurried back to the house floor 
and won approval of the bill by a 
vote of » 3 to 2. The senate accept­ 
ed it on a voice vote. .

p. m —the senate had parsed an 
adjournment resolution.

Yet the Marshall plan is still predicted 
mi a free 
interchange o f go o d« acro ss Euro pe, and expansio n o f 
the co nsiderable trade that even no w mo ved thro ugh 
the iro n curtain. Witho ut that trade and its substan­ 
tial increase as Euro pe reco vers, the IT billio ns the 
President asks fo r wo uld be pitifully Inadequate. 
Witho ut the steel pro ducts o f Czecho slo vakia and 
the wheat o f Hungary fo r Western Euro pe, the Mar­ 
shall plan co st so ars to astro no mical pro po rtio ns. Co n­ 
versely. witho ut the Ruhr co al and the o ther pro ducts 
o f western Euro pe, real reco very in the Russian puppet 
states is a mirage 
Even with Euro pe a bisected co ntinent, a start to ­ 
ward reco very must be made, with the ho pe that time 
will have bro ken the Euro pean barrier by the time 
Marshal! plan reaches its later phases That’s the cal­ 
culated risk we are taking.

Chicago 's Dr. Ro bert M. Hutchins has taken a 
stand against universal military training. Addressing 
the Natio nal Co uncil Fo r the Preventio n o f War, he 
said; "Can universal military training prevent war?”

through bonds or bank borrowing."
